U. CAIA1QTOUS-1 • s ability to travel in the Russian Rone on his Polish pass- 
port, his extensive contacts, plus his general adaptness in getting around have 
made him useful to 101. It appears, however, that ho would be of even more 
value if turned over to th- CAUTERY Project. First of nil, he will be given a 
chance to develop the lead mentioned in paragraph 3 above. If the case develops 
and we find it possible to handle it directly, we will take it over, thus allow - 
ing CAIbUuTOUS-- to be transferred to CAUTERY after separation with ax^ other 
operation.
